Woodruff T. Sullivan, III, Associate Professor of Astronomy 
at the University of Washington, Seattle, has asked for our 
help. Will all QCWA members do what they can to assist. 

I£ you come up with clues, or direct assistance, write to 
Professor Sullivan, with a copy to HQ. Here 1s Professor 
Sullivan's letter: 


Dear Sirs: | am a radio astronomer & historian of science 
currently writing a book for Cambridge University Press, 
based on a decade of research, on the early development of 
radio astronomy. Radio amateurs, particularly in England, 
played an important role in the discovery of the radio sun 
during the late 1930s. During the solar maximum of 1935-37 
many of them, in particular Denis Heightman (G6DH), studied 
the strange hiss often associated with the newly recognized 
pehnomenon of sudden shortwave fade-outs. Although these 
studies convinced them that the short-wave readiation was 
being emitted directly by the sun, and that it was not a 
secondary effect, say of particles from the sun, their 
antennas lacked the directivity to demonstrate that fact. 
It was mot until World War Il that James Hey, in embattled 
England, finally did (accidentally) make the definite di 
covery of radio waves emitted by a great solar outburst in 
February, 1942. 


1 am writing to ask whether readers of QCWA NEWS could send 
me any further information on detection and study of this 
hiss before World War I1, in particular for the previous 
solar maxtmum in the late 1920's, when | have heard that 
the hiss was indeed picked up by amateurs, but | have ao 
specific citations or other testimony. R. A. Ham has 
written an interesting article on the work of Heightman and 
other amateurs: ''The hissing phenomenon", J. Brit, Astro- 
nomical Assn. 85, 317-23 (1975). | would appreciate it 
Very much if you could publish a letter asking for readers 
to send any information, in particular from the late 1920's

RAY E. MEYERS, W6MLZ 


Ray E. Meyers, W6MLZ,. became a Silent Key*on December 13, 
1984, after attending the OOTC Board meeting in St. Louis, 
on December 12. The Officers and Board members will miss 
his wise council. Ray was a distinguished member of the 
President's Committee on Employment of the Handicapped. 
has been a radio amateur since 1910 and has continued for 
67 years in this honored society. He also sponsored the 
International Handicapped net many years ago which composed 
of 2400 disabled radio amateurs from all over the world. 

At age 15, he became a telegraph and cable operator in New 
York City, rising to officer in Charge of CINCPAC Radio 
Pools under the late Fleet Adm., Chester Nimitz. Retiring 
from the Navy in 1947. 


Ray was with Sir Hulbert Wilkins on that ill-fated trans- 
polar submarine Nautilus in 1931, I believe out of the 21 
members of the crew only one is left today. Ray was an ad- 
venturer, columnist and humanitarian and has over the years 
received many awards for services to the handicapped. In 
1960, the President of Italy bestowed upon him, at Genoa, 
the Columbus Gold Medal for "Outstanding Humanitarian 
Effort", the only time this high award has been granted to 
an individual for outstanding services to the handicapped. 
In 1962 he was recognized by the Los Angeles City Council, 
and is listed in the first edition of "Who's Who in Cali- 
fornia.” He also holds many decorations, citations and 
medals for service while serving in the Navy in WW-I and 
WN-IL, as well as brush wars in Mexico, Honduras and Nicar- 
augua. Truly a remarkable and distinguised citizen of the 
united States. In passing, at many amateur meetings I have 
attending with him, he regaled us with his piano playing 
and singing. Ray Meyers, W6MLZ, a dedicated Wireless Pi- 
oneer, will long be remembered by his world of friends.

Amory H. Waite, Jr.. W2ZK, became a Silent Key on January 
15, 1985. Bud was an active amateur for many years having 
held an amateur license since the early 1920's.

Bud was a very active explorer and radioman having made 
eleven expeditions to the Antarctic and twelve to the 
Arctic.

Achievement Award, the Marconi Gold Medal and many others. 


His most recent recognition came when he was honored at 
the 50th Anniversary Dinner in Washington with twelve ice- 
party members of the Byrd Antarctic Expedition II. At that 
time we was presented a photograph of Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd, signed by his family, in recognition of Bud's rescue 
of Byrd. Bud will be missed by his many friends.

John F. Rider, W2RID, a member of QCWA since March, 1972, 


(#7626), passed away on February 6, 1985, at the age of 85 
He had been residing in Bay Harbour, FL, for several years. 


John Rider was a radio pioneer, inventor, author, phila- 
telist, and publisher dating back to the 1920's. He ori- 
ginally developed a vacuum-tude voltmeter known as the 
"Voltohmyst" and also the "Chanalyst: test instruments that 
were manufactured by RCA. These instrument were used by 
radio technicians & servicemen to test and repair radio 
broadcast receivers used during the two decades prior to 
WK-IL, In addition, he published the famous "Rider Manuals" 
in those days. They contained schematic diagrams and speci- 
fications of radio broadcast receivers produced then. 


During WW-II, John served as Director of Signal Corps 
Publication Agency. He was responsible for preparation and 
publication of myriads of instruction § service manuals 
covering all Signal Corps electronic equipment used by the 
Army and Air Force. He retired as a Lt. Colonel, AUS after 
the war when he resumed operations at his Publishing com- 
pany. In 1962 he sold his publishing interests to Hayden 
Book Co., § retired from active business affairs. He be- 
came an avid stamp collector and was internationally known 
as an expert in identifying counterfeit stamps. 


Joh was very active in amateur radio with his station 
W2RID. He maintained one station in his New York apartment 
during the summer months and another in his Bay Harbor 
Island home in the winter.

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COMPUTERESE 


If listening to, or talking to an expert in computer work 
you get completely out of phase, perhaps these descriptions 
will help your orientation: 


The basic storage unit of a computer is the bit which is 
either a zero or one. Eight bits make up a byte or char- 


acter. A field is a unit of information composed of one or 
more bytes. When a group of related fields is treated as a 
unit, it 1s called a record. A collection of records is 


called a file. The file, stored on disk, is called a phy- 
sical file, because it actually exists on disc in that form. 


When data Is written and read in order from the first to 
last record, it is called a sequential file. {na random 
file you can read or write any record in any location just 
by knowing the record number which is usually found by 
specifying a key. The key is a field or fields normally 
different for each record but may be the same for several 
different (unique) for each record but may be the same for 
several records (non-unique). One way to relate the key to 
the record number is to build an index. Each record in the 
index contains a key and a pointer to the record, The in- 
dex is searched for the correct key and the corresponding 
record is then read directly. 


In database terminology, a person, place, thing, event or 
concept about which informationis recorded is called an 
entity. Each entity has one or more characteristics called 
attributes. The attributes of an entity (people) would be 
name, (last, first, middle initial), street address, city, 
state and zip code. An attribute is the same as a field. 
The data value is the information stored in each attribute. 


The complete logical view of the data, which is the way 
users see the data, is called the schema-or conceptual view. 
The word schema means a ''scheme, plan, outline or diagram!’ 
and shows the relationships between various records in your 
database.. A given application program sees a subset of the 
schema called the subschema or external view. The schema 
in a bank might be divided into a checking subschema, a 
savings subschema, and a loan subschema. The way that data 
is physically arranged and allocated to files is called the 
internal or physical view. The computer sees this physical 
view. Nuff said?

This little story a sort of continuation of Part XII, 
triggered by various kind comments received from members, & 
by the discovery of some more old pictures. These pictures 
remind me quite strongly of one of our gang, whom we will 
call “Accident-prone Johnny"! (not his real name, but altho 
he has been a silent key these many years, he may still 
have friends and relatives in the radio world). Johnny 
first came to notoriety when we were fitting out our Hyder- 
abad aircraft with the wireless equipment previously des- 
cribed. There were dozens of connections to make, and each 
one had to be soldered; but in those days before the inven- 
tion of the electric soldering iron, we had to use heavy 
copper “Irons! heated by blowlamps, and of course, blow- 
lamps were not allowed anywhere near aeroplanes. Johnny 
solved this problem by heating his Iron in the furnace of 
the heating system which circulated hot water around the 
hangar. On the day in question, he found the fire in the 
boiler room furnace rather insipid, but noticed that one of 
the engine fitters had left a large can of oil on top of 
the furnace presumably to thin it sufficiently to pour it 
into a cold engine. Johnny threw much of the contents of 
this can onto the fire to enliven it, but of course, there 
was an immediate explosion. Johnny lost his eyebrows and 
much of his front hair - we rolled him on the ground to ex- 
tinguish the flames, and he spent the next few weeks with 
his head swathed in bandages, enduring the while the jibes 
of his comrades, who christened him "Sheik Ali Babar"! from 
the appearance of his headdress. However, when the ban- 
dages were finally removed, he had the laugh on us, because 
he no longer had to shave before rushing out to join the 
morning Parade. 


His next effort concerned his "Sunbeam" motorcycle - a 
Super-sports model of which he was very proud. Several of 
us had (against the rules) taken up grass track racing in 
the area at week-ends, and Johnny "tuned up" his machine to 


join us one week-end. "Tuning" in our case consisted pri- 
marily of removing the silencer (muffler) and changing the 
engine oj] to Castrol "R" - a foul smelling castor oi! 


concoction then very popular in the racing fraternity. 
Anyway, Johnny decided upon a test run along the concrete 
apron in front of our hangars, and proceeded along there 
absolutely flat-out, waving vigorously to the assembled 
crowd as he went: when he looked to his front again, it was 
too late! There were only two buildings on the airfield 
side of the apron, and he hit the one designed to hold sev- 
eral tons of sand, into which the guns of fighter aircraft 
could be fired, to test the ''Constantinesco gear", which 
timed the shots through the rotating propellor. We carted 
him off to the Hospital again, and it was some weeks before 
he returned. 


Upon his return to duty, and after rebuilding his Sun- 
beam, | made an error of judgement in offering to do a 
‘might cross country" exercise for him in his aircraft. 
Johnny, it appeared, had a date with the statuesque blond 
daughter of one of the local hosteleries, and nothing could 
stop him from taking out this girl, We had to admit that 
it was quite an exciting prospect for Johnny, and it was a 
pity that night flying duty intruded. Connoiseurs in our 
Flight alleged that, due to the size of her bosom, this 
girl had not seen her feet In years! Anyway, | took on 
Johnny's flight .in Hyderabad J8809 and, after an unevent~- 
ful 2 and one-half hour flight around the country, duly 
wound in the antenna and HT generator prior to landing, | 
then crawled forward into the unoccupied front gunner's 
cockpit (the W/T gear was in the central cabin), intending 
to make rude hand signals thence to my friends on "flare 
path duty" whilst landing. In those days, there were no 
concrete runways or electric lighting on the airfield, and 
one landed between two rows of kerosene flares (devices 
like watering cans, with cotton wicks stuck in their spouts) 
manned by unfortunate Flight members not flying that night. 
In this case, our pilot rather misjudged the length of the 
flare path and, having no brakes on aeroplanes in those 
days, we proceeded rapidly downhill, through the boundary 
hedge, and finished up rather damaged in a local farmers 
field. | was thrown out-of the front cockoit (known as 
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the "Death or Glory Hole!', because it was so far in front 
of everything else that it was the first thing to hit any 
obstacle), and I bear the scars to this affair to this day. 
(see picture No. 1). What | told Johnny about this mishap 
on his behalf does not bear repeating. 


Our friends Final catastrophe at Upper Heyford came in 
1929. Johnny was, by some mysterious process known only 
to higher authority, selected for pilot training and duly 
went to No. 5 Flying Training School in Lincolnshire. He 
thus disappeared from amongst us for some months, but re~ 
turned to greet us on his "final solo cross-country" flight 
in a DeHavilland DH9A (the WW-I aircraft used for these 
exercises). Johnny dived at the group on our flight apron, 
and then proceeded, waving frantically, along the edge of 
the airfield at about six feet altitude. Just as on his 
motor-bike, he looked to his front too late, and hit the 
only other building on the airfield, smack in its window. 
(See picture No. 2) This building was the "Watch Hut"', 
forerunner of today's Air Traffic Control Tower, and the 
Sergeant-Pilot then on duty telephoned the W/T station and 
said, "Better tell SFTS that one of their 9-acks has just 
arrived - right on my bloody desk!!! Johnny's flying career 
came to an end right then and there, but we did give him a 
special trophy to commemorate his hitting the only two 
buildings on the airfield.

QC WA COMPUTING 


Amateur Radio teleprinter communications have come a 
long way since we first acquired those "clatter and bang" 
surplus machines after WWII. Many of them worked very 
well, producing yards of yellow printed copy as the heavy 
typing units clunked and bumped across the sheet. 

Visit a well-equipped amateur teleprinter station 
today, and you don't hear a sound. The chief op is sitting 
with his arms folded watching words marching across a TV 
screen. Or, he'll punch a couple of keys on a keyboard and 
this same message prints out at machine-gun speed on a 
down-sized typewriter. 

What's in this array of black boxes, cables, keyboard 
and viewing screen that performs this modern electronic 
magic? In my previous column I outlined the minimum 
requirements for getting into personal computing. This 
time I'll try to list and explain the components you'll 
need to communicate by computer via ham radio. 


HOW IT WORKS 


There are three basic methods of amateur computer 
communication, (There is a fourth, called packet radio, but 
that's another story.) The first method uses plain old 
International Morse code. The sending operator composes 
his message on a keyboard. The computer converts this to 
precisely spaced code, and keys it into your transmitter. 
The receiving station feeds this precise code to a 
computer, where it's converted back into words, either 
appearing on a screen, or printed out, or both. 

The second method is authentic RITY. The computer 
converts the keyboard message to standard RTIY signals, and 
the receiving computer decodes it into words again. 

The third method is AMTOR (Amateur Teletype Over 
Radio). It's a complex but highly accurate way of sending 
messages, The transmitting station sends out three 
characters at one time. The receiving station sends these 
three back to the sending station. If they don't match, 
the sending station keeps repeating them until the 
receiving station gets them right. When they are a perfect 
match, the sending station sends three more. This process 
is repeated until the entire message is sent. 


PUTTING IT ALL TOGETHER 


Obviously, the first thing you need is a well-adjusted 
ham station. Any modern equipment with a fairly decent 
antenna will get you started. Stability is important. 
of the older rigs still drift a bit on warmup. 

The basic unit, of course, is the computer and 
keyboard, This is usually a self contained, single unit. 
It houses the keyboard and the CPU (central processing unit 
-- the brains). It controls, but doesn't think for you, 

The second item is a monitor, so you can see the 
message that you're typing or one that's being received. 
‘This can be an inexpensive computer monitor, or a small 
black and white televison receiver. A color televison won't 
do the job, Fine print comes out almost unreadable. 


Some 


The computer can't talk to your rig directly. It must 
go through an interface unit that converts computer talk to 
rig talk, and vice versa. The interface has cables that 
connect to the key jack, microphone jack and speaker output 
of your transceiver. The other end of the interface 
connects to the computer. 

The next item is called software. The computer, being 
of little brain, is all ready to talk and listen to your 
rig, but doesn't know how to do it. The software gives the 
computer all the know-how to operate your rig, and it will 
now accept any messages you wish to send or receive. 

There's not very much storage capacity in the 
software. If you want to retain your outgoing messages, 
contest logs, notes, or anything else, you will need a 
cassette unit or a disk drive for storage. 

To complete your basic station, you'll probably want a 
printer. If you just read your messages off the screen, 
it's like copying code without a pencil. You won't be able 


to save your messages unless you can print them out. 
you won't want to--but that's your own decision, 

I highly recommend one more item: Instruction and 
information. Not all of these items plug together neatly. 
Some connectors may need to be changed. You'll need to know 
your computer commands to get it to obey you. You'll-need 
to know the frequencies where the RITY gang hangs out. If 
all this seems confusing, ask your club members if there is 
a RITY Elmer available to help you get started.

THE EASY WAY TO START 


It's entirely possible to put together a very FB 
station from swap meet computers, surplus computer chips, 
and a lot of blood, sweat and tears. If this is your cup 
of tea, I offer my sincere admiration and envy! 

For the rest of us, I recommend saving your green 
stamps to acquire one of inexpensive computers recognized 
as “user friendly" to ham radio. Among these are the 
Commodore C64 and VIC-20, and the Radio Shack TRS-80C, 

More amateur radio software is available for these. 

For a monitor, you have a choice of a small television 
receiver, or, for a sharper image, a computer monitor. The 
C64 will connect directly to the video input of a monitor, 
but requires an rf adapter to connect to the TV antenna 
terminals. The TRS-80C connects only to a TV. 

An interface unit that allows the computer to talk to 
your transceiver is available from Kantronics, AEA, MFJ, 
Microlog, Hal, and others. They all work very well, some 
having more sophisticated electronic goodies. 

Software, for the computer units I recommended, is 
contained in a special plug-in unit that plugs into the 
side or rear of the computer. These plug-ins are available 
for your specific computer from any of the interface 
suppliers. A positive note is that Kantronics, AEA and 
Commodore have now come to an agreement to make their 
products compatible. I salute these forward-thinking 
firms, and hope that others will follow! 


Tape or disk storage units must stay in the family, 
Be sure the cassette unit or the disk drive you buy is 
compatible with your computer. 

Most of the inexpensive printers are compatible, or 
can be easily adapted to work with these computers, Before 
you make your final decision, however, ask for an actual 
demonstration to make sure. 

That's the story. Ask around, visit some RTTY 
stations, and join the fun!

Great News! In the last issue we discussed the fantas- 
tic SSB/CW ragchew and international DX capabilities 
available to all Radio Amateurs with a Technician Class 
license and above via the AMSAT-OSCAR 10 satellite. 
Well, AMSAT (the nearly all-volunteer Radio Amateur 
Satellite Corporation) has just been given the opportun- 
ity to launch another semi-geostationary satellite! 
This new satellite will be similar to the AMSAT-OSCAR 
10 satellite with some new features added. The net re- 
sult will be that Radio Amateurs will be able to enjoy 
rellable worldwide communications for over 15 hours 
every day via satellite, irrespective of the state of 
the sun-spot cycle, solar flares and most other phe- 
nomena that upset conventional terrestrial communica- 
tions. Construction on this new spacecraft began off- 
icially Im January and launch Is presently scheduled 
for mid-1986. We will be supplying you with more de- 
tails on the AMSAT Phase IIIC Project in future arti- 
cles. 


BASICS FOR RADIO AMATEUR SPACE COMMUNICATIONS 


By now you may be realizing that when it comes to reli- 
able long-distance communications, that satellite QSO- 
ing is the way Amateur Radio is moving, and we're 
moving in that direction very quickly. It is not mere- 
ly the simplicity. reliability, and predictability of 
satellite communications that's causing this to happen. 
It is somewhat the result of economics, too. My job 
has caused me to move several times in the last few 
years and | have found it increasingly difficult taking 
down, re-installing and maintaining large HF antenna 
structures. Have you priced a 60-foot tower, tri-band 
beam and heavy duty rotor lately? Contrast this with 
the observation that in one of those moves | was able 
to transport my entire DX-working satellite antenna 
array in the back of a pick-up -- and it was fully 
assembled! One hour after our arrival at the new lo- 
cation | was back on the "bird" and ragchewing with 
some friends in UK-land as good as usual, while the 
movers were still hooking-up the washer and dryer. 

Try THAT with a tri-bander and tower sometime! 

Couple this with the fact that | do about 60% of my 
operating on SSB and have often felt the need to use 

a linear amplifier when working long distances on HF 
(where's the 220 outlet?) and you can see why | pre- 
sently work all DX via satellite. (Please don't in- 
terpret this as anti-HF. HF communications certain- 
ly has its place. For example, AMSAT has an informa~ 
tion net on 75 meters, Tuesdays, 9 PM, local time, on 
3855 kHz and I've missed very few of these in over a 
decade.) 


The average Radio Amateur appears to labor under so 
many misconceptions concerning Amateur Radio Satel- 
lite communications that it's hard to know where a 
discussion on the ''basics' should begin. | received 

a number of very nice comments and questions from 

the last article. One of these was from QCWA member 

Ed Henderson, N8B0D, of Birmingham, Michigan. Ed was 
starting from scratch but one short meeting and a 
couple of phone calls later and he was on the "bird''. 
His first contact was an enjoyable chat with a YL in 
Japan! It is usually not so fast. {It may start with a 
question like, "what size dish do you use?" The most 
popular type of satellite transponder ("repeater") at 
present is known as Mode 8. That's 435 MHz for the up- 
link and 146 MHz for the downlink. Furthermore, most 
Amateur Radio satellites are designed on the basis that 
the stations on the ground are using 10-13 dB gain 
antennae, at most. That usually means a short 6-7 foot 
long yagi for the 435 MHz uplink and a 10-19 foot long 
yagi for the 146 MHz downlink. These antennae are ob- 
viously a very long way in terms of weight, size and 
cost from the large dish antenna many incorrectly think 
are needed. 


Since we're talking about antennae, let's take it from 
there. As you might imagine, antenna height above 
ground is not normally an important factor in satel- 
lite communications. | have actually had some fine 
QSO's with stations in far off countries in which the 
reflector of their yagi antenna was literally In the 
grass in their backyard. For some very practical and 
safety reasons, however, the antennae should not nor- 
mally be mounted right on the ground. First, someone 
might walk Into the element end thus injuring them- 
selves or damaging the antenna. Also, it becomes hard 
to mow the grass around such objects, Thirdly, with a 
semi-geostationary satellite such as AMSAT-OSCAR 10, 
there is still a small amount of tracking to do such 
that the antenna must be re-pointed every hour or two 
(although I've gone as much as four hours without mov- 
ing the antenna on some occasions). The ideal arrange- 
ment in most situations is to merely mount the antenna 
on the roof of the building in which your station is 
located. This is usually done using a small roof tri- 
pod, TV chimney mount, or a short mast or tower in- 
stalled along one side of the house and sticking up a 
few feet above the roof-line. The intent here is to 
get a slightly-better view of the sky, while keeping 
the feedlines fairly short. 


As mentioned previously, | am now using a roof tripod. 
These can be purchased in the 5 foot versions from a TV 
store for about $20 new. {'ve seen many used ones at 
flea markets for under $5 that appear to still have 
many years of service left in them. When our block 
went to cable TV last year you could have all you want- 
ed, including rotors, for FREE if you were willing to 
climb to the roof to take them down. Almost any used 
TV antenna rotor will do just fine for the AZimuth 
(horizontal movement) rotor. This can be mounted with- 
in the tripod or on top of the mast pipe in the normal 
fashion. The Elevation (vertical movement) rotor should 
be of the type in which the mast goes through the rotor 
(e.g. the U-100). I've seen these at swap-fests for 
about $8 used, and slightly more if they've been recon- 
ditioned. All you have to do is cut the aluminum tab 
off, and mount the rotor on its side using a small 
mounting plate or board with four holes drilled in it. 
There you have it! A satellite AZ-EL antenna mount 
suitable for tracking anything with Amateur Radio on- 
board from the relatively low-flying Space Shuttle 

(+- 180 miles high) to the high flying AMSAT-OSCAR 10 
SATELLITE (over 20,000 miles high). 


In the next Issue we'll discuss some of the smal! antennae 
used for Amateur satellite communications, and these an- 
tennae are usually very small indeed. My uplink and down= 
link antennae have a combined weight of only 14 pounds! 
Yet, | am able to work good DX on a regular basis every 
week. 


As implied in the previous article, the real "secret" to 
effective satellite communications for the average Radio 
Amateur is NOT expensive or complicated equibment, or a 
vast amount of technical knowledge. What is needed is 
some guiding information, just as is often helpful when- 
ever you enter a different aspect of any activity. It 
saves much time, money, and frustration if you just talk 
with someone who has done it before. Now, in satellite 
communications you may have to be careful as there are 
many well-intentioned Amateurs who still think that all 
Amateur Radio satellites are of the old Phase I! type, 
namely, low orbit, 4-5 year life span satellites with or- 
bital pass times of 10-20 minutes. They are often una~ 
ware of the new Phase III type satellite which is ina 
high semi-geostationary orbit and is available for 8-10 
hours at a time and has an expected life-span of 8-10 
years. Also, the low altitude (500-1000 miles) of the 
Phase I! satellites they may be familiar with, causes 
the range of these satellites to be limited to several 
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A QUARTER CENTURY IN SPACE (cont.) 
thousand miles, at best. The Phase I1! satellites op- 
erate out at a distance of more than 20,000 miles where 
the view of the 0X is great! 


Here are some good Information sources for you. First 
and foremost, | suggest you contact AMSAT Headquarters 
at PO Box 27, Washington, DC 20044, or call 301 589 6062. 
They will be happy to answer, or refer you to an answer 
source, for any questions you may have from just getting 
on the "bird't to actually helping with satellite con- 
struction, testing, experiments, etc. Ask for member~ 
ship information and a copy of the SATELLITE EXPERI-~ 
MENTER'S HANDBOOK, Secondly, | suggest you monitor or 
check into the AMSAT 75 meter net mentioned earlier. 
It's not a beginners net so don't let some of the 
strange terms scare you away. You'll pick up on them 
soon enough. The Net will help you stay up-to-date on 
the many exciting developments in the Amateur Space 
Program. Thirdly, AMSAT has a system of Area Coordina- 
tors all over the U. S. just waiting to become YOUR 
Satellite Elmer. Contact Jack Somers, WA6VGS, the 
AMSAT CHIEF U. S. Area Coordinator for the one near~ 
est you.

NOTES ON OPERATING PRACTICES 


During the week immediately following labor day, | had 
the privilege of monitoring an example of superb opera- 
ting by a whole radio club. The club was the Bishop, 
California Amateur Radio Club, and it wes their 34/94 
repeater | monitored. 


Bishop is located at the north end of the Owens valley 
in California. Its elevation is 4000 feet, and it is 
Just to the east of the 12,000 foot plus Sierra Nevadas. 
The Sierra Nevadas are 3 magnificent mountain range and 
include Lake Tahoe, Yosemite and Mount Whitney (at 14495 
feet, the highest mountain in the continental United 
States). During the summer months the Sierras attract 
thousands of hikers and backpackers, some of whom are 
not prepared for what this beautiful country has to 
offer. All of which brings us to my tale. 


A scout group from the Los Angeles area was back- 
packing in the area just to the west of Bishop. One of 
the scounts became il!, apparently with altitude sick- 
ness. One of the leaders was a ham and he used his hand- 
held to key up the BARC 34/94 machine asking for help. 
He was answered by Cal, WA6YZY. 


Cal very efficiently found out what the problem was, 
helped pinpoint their location, and called both the 
Sheriff and the Forest Service. Additionally he called 
the Bishop Hospital and relayed symptoms, diagnosis and 
advice. Since a more life-threatening emerency was 
also in progress, and since the scouts were not in an 
area suitable for helicopter pickup in any case, it was 
decided that the scounts should hike to a lower eleva- 
tion. Going down is one cure for altitude sickness, 
and in case the problem turned out to be something more 
serious, the scouts would be better positioned for 
either helicopter or 4x4 pickup. Cal held their hands 
by radio the whole way, encouraging, navigating and re- 
laying medical information. Fortunately the problem was 
indeed altitude sickness, and once the scouts descended 
the emergency ended. 


But that was not the end of the story. A few days

later, some of these same scouts got separated from the 
main group and lost in the mountains. Once again, 
WA6YZY and the Bishop Amateur Radio Club came to the 
rescue, and without going into details, the ending was 
happy- 


Why do | keep saying the Bishop Amateur Radio Club 
when during both emergencies it was WA6Y7Y who did the 
communicating? Because it was all the other members of 
the club who kept their mouths shut and mikes unkeyed. 
There were several others on the repeater who could 
have handled things, but they and everyone else kept 
quiet. Consequently, Cal was able to effectively deal 
with the emergencies without a hoard of kibitzers and 
helpers. Another example: During the altitude sick- 
ness episode, the BARC machine was being intermittently 
keyed up by an aeronautical mobile who apparently did 
not realize or care that one can turn on a lot of re- 
peaters from 25,000 feet (particularly on 94). Both Cal 
and the other club members quickly realized it was a 
problem that couldn't be helped and worked around it. 
There was no wasted time with frultless calls and "ain't 
it awfuls". 

So once again we have a wonderful example of ham radio 
doing one of the things it does best. Would you and the 
people in your local club have done as well? The reason 
the Bishop hams did everything right was because they 
had practiced during ARRL Simulated Emergency Tests and 
other exercises, They had talked about how to handle 
emergencies before the emergencies happened. They were 
disciplined and knowledgeable. 


I suggest that we get off our collective old-timer duffs 
and take the lead in making sure the hams on our local 
repeaters would do as super a job as the Bishop Amateur 
Radio Club did. Take the lead doesn't necessarily mean 
do it yourself. It can elso mean prodding and cajoling 
and/or setting the right example. Most of all it has 
the connotation of being active, not passive. Set an 
example! Once an emergency starts, it's too late. Do 
it now!

Don't get busy wall-paper or a bright 
outdoor window in the back. Watch to see that 
your pictures don't show a dining table full of 
dishes and glasses, etc. Don't provide pictures 
that are larger than 4" x 5". When you send more 
than one picture, it is likely we shall only use 
the one we consider best. Identify people. Do 
not write with a ball-point pen on the back of 
your pictures - it ruins them by indentation that 
requires special work to retouch due to light re- 
flections. 


Your help will see to it that the section on QCWA 
Chapter news is interesting~ and informative to
